COUNCIL 
TO ACT 
ON NEW 
BUDGET 


The Albany City Council sta 
ed sitting nightly on Tuesday 
evening to make final decisions 
on details of the new budget for 
the new fiscal year which started 
July 1. The budget sessions will 
continue their meetings until the 
final allotments have been agreed 
upon. 
| Owing to the fact that there 
; will be no income from the Gold- 
en Gate Fields Race Track dur- 
ing the current year the council 
jis having the difficult task of 
| getting along without the ap- 
| proximately $70,000 received 
| fromthe track during the last 
| year, There will be no racing at 
| the track until the fall of next 
| year. 

Preliminary figures show the 
| allotment for the general fund in 
the new budget will be $557,463 
as against $569,647 for the fiscal 
|year of 1957-58. The Parks and 
Recreation department will get 
| $84,006 in the new budget as com- 
| pared with $82,970. The city li- 
brary gets $26,824 as compared 
| with $26,512 last year, but this 
; covers an increase in the Ala- 
meda County charge for books’ of 
$1400. 

By a section of the City Char- 
ter the city is obligated to collect 
|35 cents on each $100 assessed 
| valuation for school purposes. 
| This has nothing to do with the 
| county school tax which is as- 
| sessed by the county. Last year 
the city school fund amounted to 
$55,190, 
| Last year the city set aside in 
| its budget $10,000 for its capital 
|} outlay fund, but will be unable 
\to set anything aside this year. 
|Salaries have increased some- 
what, and there will be an item 
| of approximately $5,000 to cover

For centuriés primitive peo- 
ple apparently thought that 
one could, in fact, take one’s 
property with him, And so they 
buried it with its owner to 
take to whatever happy hunt- 
ing ground he believed in. 

‘The Romans made great ad- 
vances in the right to make 
wills—especially for women, 
In many countries to this day, 
the right to make a will is 
sharply limited: 


GIVTS TO GOVERNMENTS 

California recognizes no 
one’s inalienable right to will 
his property or to accept an 
inheritance, The right is ‘‘sta- 
tutery’’—that is, wie legisla- 
turé must say 
who may will 
or take prop- 
erty under a 
will. 

Some time 
ago a Califor- 
nian tried to 
will his property to the United 
States government. But since 
the United States was not then 
on the statutory list, the-Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court could 
not let it have the man’s prop- 
erty. 

This surprised some people. 

So in 1951 California law- 
makers enlarged the list of 
those that could receive a leg- 
acy to include the United 
States and any of its “‘instru- 
mentalities,”’ 

And this year it enlarged the 
law again. So now any state 
within the United States or any 
reciprocating foréign land 
may ‘‘become the object of a 
Californian’s bounty.” 

The willing of property has 
a long history, and the right to 
willis hard-won. For example, 
it was only last year in a near- 
by state that married women
